ſtianity. His ſtature (f as we find it meaſur'd by him- 
ſelf) did not exceed the middle- ſxe; neither too lean, 
nor corpulent : his limbs well-proportion'd , nervous, 
and active; ſerviceable in all reſpects to his exerciſing 
the Sword, in which he much delighted ; & wanted 
neither skill nor courage to reſent an affront, from 
men of the moſt athletic conſtitutions. In his diet he 
was abſtemious ; not delicate in the choice of his 
diſhes; and ſtrong liquors of all kinds were his aver- 
fion. Being too ſadly convinc'd how much his health 
had fuffer'd by night-ſtudies in his younger years, he 
uſed to go early (ſeldom later than nine) to reſt; 
and roſe commonly before five in the morning. It is 
reported, (and there is a paſſage in one of his Latin 
Elegies to countenance the tradition) that his fancy 
made the happieſt flights in the ſpring: but one of 
his Nephews ufed to deliver it as MI 70 Ns own

/ out Rhyme , as that of Hou ER in Greek, 
and of VIA GIT in Latin; Rhyme being no neceſſary 
adjun&, or true ornament of Poem or good verſe; 
in longer works eſpecially: but the invention of a 
barbarous age, to ſet off wretched matter and lame 
metre : grac'd indeed {ſince by the uſe of ſome famous 
madern Poets, carried away by cuſtom ; but much 
to their own vyexation , hindrance, and conſtraint to 
_ expreſs many things otherwiſe, (and for the moſt 
= worſe) than elſe they would have expreſt them. 
ot without cauſe therefore fome (both ITALIAN 
and SPANISH) Poets of prime note have rejected 
Rhyme , both in longer and ſhorter works; as have 
alſo long ſince aut beſt EnG6i1sn Tragedies; as a 
thing of itſelf, to all judicious ears, trivial , and of 
no true muſical delight: which conſiſts only in apt 
numbers, fit quantity of ſyllables, & the ſenſe Valeully 
drawn out from one verſe into another: not in the 
 Jjingling ſound of like endings; a fault avoided by the 
earned antients both in Poetry, & all good Oratory. 
This neglect then of rhyme ſo. little is to be taken for 
à defect (though it may ſeem ſo perhaps to vulgar 
readers) that it rather is to be eſteem'd an example
